Spain's Neutrality 


Cheering news comes from Spain where 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco has given ex- 
plicit assurance that his country will remain 
neutral in case of war in Europe. In return for 
this assurance, the French Government has 
promised to return the gold hoard of $31,800,- 
000 which has been held in the vaults of the 
Bank of France since a few days before Franco's 
final victory. 

This assurance will be a tremendous relief to 
France for it will obviate the need of her forti- 
fying the Pyrenees border, which that country 
would have considered a necessary precaution 
if Franco had revealed any working arrange- 
ment with the Rome-Berlin axis powers. 

This friendly gesture towards France, and 
indirectly towards Britain, gives the lie to those 
emphatic writers who assured the world that 
with the close of the war Franco would link up 
with Mussolini and Hitler and would make such 
concessions as they demanded in return for the 
assistance given them in winning the war. 

There is probably no prouder nation in 
Europe than the Spaniards and no race has a 
greater loyalty and more profound patriotism 
save perhaps the Poles. They have given notice 
to the world that in the hard task of rehabilitat- 
ing their stricken country they will rely on their 
own efforts. 

General Petain, the aged diplomat who car- 
ried out the negotiations on France's behalf, has 
performed a task for which all lovers of peace 
should be grateful.--Vancouver News-Herald. 


On This Date

When William Lyon Mackenzie returned to 
public life as M.P.P. for Haldimand, his first in- 
troduction to the parliament of the Province of 
Canada, he found that his personal influence as 
a legislator had passed. Yet he managed to make 
himself pretty disagreeable to some of his old 
enemies, notably Bishop Strachan and William 
Hamilton Merritt, 

On this date (July 11, 1849) a bill from the 
legislative council to grant the power of confer- 
ring degrees upon Trinity College was brought 
before the assembly. This gave Mackenzie an 
opportunity to renew his attacks upon the bishop, 
who was determined that a Church of England 
College should be founded. King’s College, 
which Strachan had founded 10 years before as 
a college closed to “dissenters” had by the La- 
fontaine-Baldwin ministry been made non-de- 
nominational. 

Mackenzie moved an amendment, the effect 
of which would have been to kill the Trinity 
bill, alleging that the “United Church of Eng- 
land and Ireland in Upper Canada had always 
been, and still is, in opposition to the rights of the 
people” and declaring that “it would be danger- 
ous and inexpedient to fortify and strengthen the 
said church in its hostility to the rights of others 
and to the liberty of the country by granting its 
request for the special incorpotation of an ex- 
clusive sectarian college.” 

The leader of the rebellion of 1837 started a 
phillipic against the bishop and all his “class,” 
but had hardly got under way (he had spoken an 
hour) when some member raised a point of or- 
| der, and W. I. Mackenzie was ordered to cease 


| Speaking by an assembly, the majority of whose 


members were Reformers. 

Only one member supported Mackenzie in the 
division, 29 voting to “apply the gag,” as Macken- 
zie described the vote, telling, in the press, that 
Upper Canada legislators, backed by Roman 
Catholics, had become the “slaves of the epis- 
copacy.” 

The bill to incorporate Trinity College was 
then passed and began its work within a year. 
The bishop had again proven that he was more 
powerful than the editor-rebel.

SOURCES OF NAMES 
By Thomas Wayling 
A contro has arisen in English news- 
papers as to the origin of Canadian names Kick- 
ing Horse Pass, Medicine Hat and Moose Jaw. 
Kicking Horse Pass in the Rocky Mountains 
derives its name from the fact that Sir James 
Hector in 1859 was kicked by one of his horses 
near the present Wapta railway station and the 
Mame was given by his men. Their Majesties 
passed through Kicking Horse Pass on their re- 
cent visit to Canada 
Medicine Hat, a city in Alberta, has a more 
romantic origin. The Indian name is Saamis, 
meaning the headdress of a medicine man. The 
site was selected in 1882 by W. Johnson of the 
Royal North West Mounted Police. The origin 
| Of the name is disputed. One explanation states 
that in a fight between the Cree and Blackfoot 
tribes in this district, the Cree medicine man lost 
his professional hat in the river and the battle 
was, therefore, lost by his people. Another story 
the name with the rescue of a squaw 
by a brave from the South Saskatchewan river 
here and of his reward, a medicine hat from his 
admirers, Another account states that the name 
was first applied to a hill east of the town its 
resemblance to an Indian medicine man’s hat 
Moose Jaw is a city in Saskatchewan where 
the first settlers arrived in 1862, It took its name 
from Moose Jaw Creek, so named on Captain 
Palliser's map of 1859.
